| FLAME AND DEATH. 

| New You, Jan. f. Fire broke out this morn- 
ing in the basement of Turner Hall, on East 
Fourth street, occupied by William Winkle as a 
ball-room, and when the flames were en- 
tinguished, William Geib, 10 years; Louis 
Schmidt, 30; Henry Gehrweiler, %, and Teresa 
Erhardt, , were found on the top floor, dead - 
Winckel and wife were badly burned, and were 
sent to the hospital. Annie Bauer received in- 
ternal injuries by jumping from the fourth- 
story window, and was badly burned about the 
hands and face. An unknown woman had both 
legs broken by jumping from the top floor. The 
damage to the building and stock is $12,000. 

The progress of the fire was 80 great it was 
hardly five minutes after the first engine com- 
pany arrived before the entire inside of the 
premises seemed to be alive with flame, the 
tongues of which ran up the wood work with a 
speed which put to naught the first efforts of the 
firemen. The premises Nos. 66 and 68 were occu- 
pied by Turner Hall proper, and in the upper 
stories of & William Winckel, proprietor, re- 
sided with his family and several employes. As 
soon’ as the firemen could reach the roof they 
cut holes im it and broke the skylight, but 
the fire had already done its fearful work 
on several victims, surrounded as they were 
by flames and cut off from all access to safety 
below by the burning staircase. Several persons 
sustained severe injuries by leaping from the 
highest stories on the building. One man, while 
crying frantically for aid to the firemen peneath. 
was all the while pushing a woman, who seemed 
to be resisting, from the fourth-story window. 
She finally leaped, and struck the ground on her 
feet with a sickening crash, breaking both legs 
and arms and almost crushing her to death. 

Of the twelve or fifteen persons sleeping in 
No. 64, four were burned to death and five in- 
jured. The little boy was burned to a crisp. 
Others were either dead when taken from the 
burning building or died before they reached the 
station- house. 

The actual cause of the fire is unknown. Exam- 
ination showed a mass of debris in and around 
where the winding stairway emerged from the 
basement into the lower hall, and a look aloft 
showed that the flames had every possible ad- 
vantage, and must have shot up from the burn- 
ing basement staircase. All the persons known 
to have deen in the burning building are ac- 
counted for. Crowds of people, mostly of Ger- 
man extractio ere around the burned build- 
ing the entire fofenoon. 

There were. go fire-eseapes attached to the 
building. It was not uni the thumping of the 
firemen’s ates on the boards and tin over their 
heads echoed through the house that the men 
and women underneath were roused to learn 
their danger. Thick smoke filled their rooms, 
and the fire shone through the chinks of the 
doors and walls. 

WITH A CRY OF ALARM, 
Mrs. Winckel, rousing her husband, ran to the 
door of the begroom where slept her sister and 
the child. A cry from within answered her, and 
told ber they too were awake. Groping through 
the smoke, the blinded women and husband 
sought the stairway, but were met by a rush of 
fire, against which ineffectyally sought to 
strut the door. Their clothes caught fire, and 
death seemed certain as they turned toward the 
door leading to the roof.

CHICAGO IMPORTERS V8. H. B. JAMES. 

We published on Sunday last two letters 
addressed to Congressman Aldrich, the one 
from Mr. H. B. James, Chief of the Customs 
Division of the Treasury Department, Wash- 
ington, and the other from Messrs. G. W. 
Sheldon & Co., Chicago, on behalf of the im- 
porting merchants of the interior, on the sub- 
ject of the bill now pending in Congress in 
amendment of the I. T. Bond act. 1 

Mr. James’ objections to the bill are of the 
most radical character, amounting to a propo- 
sition to strike out the enacting clause. The 
letter of Sheldon & Co. takes up these objec- 
tions, one by one, and shows conclusively 
their shallowness. The main features of the 
bill are: 3 

1. The repeal of the exclusion from the 
privilege of immediate transportation of 
“wine, distilled spirits, and perishable or ex- 
plosive articles or articles in bulk.“ 

2. The repeal of the provision requiring the 
importer in the interior to make entry of his 
merchandise at the ¢oast port. 

3. The repeal of the provision requiring 


the importer in the interior to give bond for | 


the safe conduct of bis merchandise from the 
coast port to the port of final destination. 
Mr. James “sees no objection ” to allowing 
“wines, distilled spirits, perishable articles, 
and articles in bulk” to go forward under 
the I. T. Bond act. Let us be thankful for 
s6 much. But he thinks “it would not be 


proper to Include in the law explosive arti- 


cles.” Why? Mr. James gives no reason for 


his opinion. Of coprse the presumption is 


that, in his criticisms on the bill, Mr. James 
looks solely te the safety of the revenue. 
Would there be any more difficulty in collect- 
ing the revenue on an explosive article at the 
interior port than on a non-explosive one? 
Jeg,“ Mr. James would probably exclaim, 
„the explosive article might be blown to 
atoms in transit across the country, and so 
be entirely destroyed, and hence the revenue 
be lost to the Government.” True. But 
suppose a non-explosive article should be 
burned up in transit? The Government 
would lose its revenue. The Govern- 
ment does not undertake 
revenue except upon merchandise which 
goes into consumption. The reason for the 
allowance of damage on merchandise de- 
stroyed is the fact that it does not and can- 
not go into consumption. The reason 
why Mr. James es no reason for his 
opinion that explosive. articles ought to be 
excluded from the privilege of immediate 
transportation is ndw plain. We defy any- 
body to give a valid reason for sach an 
opinion; no reason for the opinion exists. 
We have given prominence to the discussion 
of this point because it is not considered at 
length either by Mr. James or by Messrs. 
Sheldon & Co. 

The point made by Mr. James that the en- 
try at the port of first arrival is necessary to 
the security of the revenue is well met by 
Sheldon & Co. They show that the entry 
under the law as it exists is solely a matter of 
form; that the customs officials at the coast 
ports have no knowledge whatsoever of the 
contents of the packages described in the in- 
voice; and hence that it is absolutely im- 
possible that the pro-forma entry should 
serve as the least protection to the revenue. 
As a reason, on the other hand, why such 
entry should be dispensed with, they. show 
that a large foree of clerks is required 
at ports of first arrival to conduct the cler- 
ical part of the I. T. bond business, which 
foree might be discharged upon the going 
into effect of the proposed law, with great 
saving to the Government, Mr. James ob- 
jects that, under the pending bill in the event 
of its becoming a law, the Collectors at 
coast ports would be compelled to take into 
their charge and forward merchandise des- 
tined for interior ports, and that this duty 
“would entail a large amount of expense 
upon the Government by the employment of 
officers to attend to the forwarding,” etc. 

This is a very curious @bjection. Shdjdon 
& Co. show that this duty is performed by 
Collectors at coast ports under the law as it 
stands; that the dutfes of such Collectors 
in this regard would not, under the 
proposed law, be. enlarged in any 
particular, and that they would be 
greatly curtailed, as we have shown, in the 
matter of clerical work, by the omission of 
the pro-forma entry. To the suggestion of 
Mr. James. that the importers in the interior 
be required to “ see to the forwarding of 
their own merchandise, Sheldon & Ca re- 
spond that such course would deprive the 
Government of the proper control thereof, 


| and endanger the revenue; and very justly; 


too, for, once in the control of the importer, 
he would be relieved of the necessity of 
placing it again in the possession of the 
lection of duties. This proposition of Mr. 
James seems to be absurd. : 
Mr. James insists upon the retention of the 
provision, requiring the interior importer to 
give ‘bond for the safe conduct of his mer- 
chandise from the port of first arrival to the 


port. of destination, in addition to the bond | 
j furnished by the common carrier. On this 
point he makes his most elaborate argument: 
and it so happens that the provision which he 


is most anxious to retain is the one which is 


most yexatious to the interior importer. 


Sheldon & Co, show that the bonds of the

cial way it may be said emphatic- 
ally that every objection advanced by Mr. 
James is utterly overthrown by Sheldon & 
Co., and that, too, by facts and sound argu- 
ments. One very strong point in support of 
the practicability of protecting the revenue 
on interior importations without bonds 
either from the importer or the carriér is 
furnished by the regular business conducted 
between Canada and the United States in 
cars simply under Consular seal. These im- 
ports are not touched at the frontier port, 
but come through directly to the interior 
port; and on this class of business there has 
never been a dollar of loss. , 

Mr. James concludes his letter with the 
assurance that it is not in any way official, 
that it commits nobody in the Treasury 
Department except himself. We are glad to 
have this assurance. The Aldrich bill is of 
very great importance to the entire West, 
and if it is to be supported or opposed by the 
Treasury Department we desire that the 
support or the opposition shall emanate from 
the head of the Department. The Westis en- 
titled to ask of the Secretary of the Treasury 
—a Western man—his personal attention to a 
bill which affects the foreign trade of half a 
continent, 

We assert without fear of successful con- 
tradiction that the existing law touching im- 
ports to the interior operates as an unjust 
discrimination against the rights of the inte- 
rior importer, and that this discrimination is 
unjust because it is not required as a protec- 
tion to the revenue. : 

It will not do to say simply that the pro- 
posed law would endanger the revenue, as 
against the assertion of the contrary by the 
experienced customs officials of this city; for 
it should be borne in mind that the Port of 
Chicago collects the largest percentage of 
revenue to value of imports of any port in 
the country. “ 

We urge upon Mr. Sherman the propriety 
of giving to this subject his personal atten- 
tion, and also of .disabusing the public of the 
impression that in opposing the Aldrich bill 
Mr. James speaks for him.

HOW PEASANT LAND-OWNERSHIP WORKS 
IW FRANCE. 

Mr. Parnell, in his first American addrass, 
has placed in part the Irish land question 
before the people of this country in a plain, 
straightforward, unimpassioned, and con- 
seryative manner which should command 
attention and respect for all he has to say. 
All projects for rebellion and armed resist- 
ance were frankly disavowed, and no effort 
was made to gain sympathy by violent de- 
nunciation or incendiary appeals. He seems 
fully to appreciate the delicate position he 
occupies in discussing the proposed revolu- 
tion of the Irish land system before a people 
who strongly sympathize with the oppressed 
tenants and .at the same time hold friendly 
relations with the British Government. IIe 
is entitled to great praise for his discretion. 
But he was also earnest in urging the impor- 
tant fact that the appeal of the Irish peas- 
antry, which he, though an Irish land- 
lord himself, now voices, is not mere- 
Jy for temporary relief to present dis- 
tress, but for such moral support and 
material aid as will secure a favorable hear- 
ing from the English people and Government 
for the only enduring remedy—viz.: the in- 
vestment by purchase, at reasonable prices 
and under terms that will be feasible, of the 
ownership of the lands in the persons of 
those who oecupy and cultivate them. He 
invokes the peaceful arbitration of the 
American Nation in this great work, and he 
should not appeal in vain. 

Mr. Parnell devoted considerable attention 
to the position taken by the New York 
Herald, which has virtually indorsed Mr. 
Kavanagh, who, in turn, has merely re- 
flected the chief argument employed by the 
English press and absentee landlords in op- 
posing the plan of tenant-purchase with Gov- 
ernment. aid, This argument, in brief, is 
that a general system of purchase by tenants 
would gravitaté into a new dominion of 
landlordism by the rapid acquisition of small 
holdings by the wealthy classes. 

Kavanagh has sought to give special force 
to this argument, or assertion rather, by 
pointing to the history of Ireland before 
the panic of 1847, when some few who held 
leases in perpetuity subdivided and sublet 
them, and, as middlemen, practiced greater 
oppression upon the working tenants than 
the actual owners would have put upon the 
same tenants in direct dealings. Following 
out this Tory notion, Kavanagh and those 
he represents affect to believe that, after a 
generation or two, the purchasers of small 
holdings would give way before the hard- 
ships of payment and permit the lands to 
drift back into the hands of large owners, 
while they themselves would again be com- 
pelled to work the lands as miserable ten- 
ants. Mr. Parnell combats this theory intel- 
ligently as far as he goes. He points out the 
essential differences between the condition of 
a tenant who can gain an advantage by sub- 
dividing and subletting another man’s land 
and an actual peasant owner, whose interests 
are permanently identified, for himself 
and his descendants, with the ownership of 
the land. He reminds the ad vocates of land- 
lordism that his scheme includes the aboli- 
tion of the laws of primogeniture, entail, and 
settlement thatare maintained in order to 
prevent property from passing into diversi- 


| fied ownership, and also establishment 


of a regular recording and conveyancing 
system which will enable the ready transfer 
of land without incurring a cost for fixing 
the title now almost equal to the value of 
the realty transferred, 

Those who are familiar with the American 
system of dividing estates among a number 
of heirs, and the easy and inexpensive way 


Im which land-titles can be conveyed, can 


readily comprehend that an adoption of 
the same practices in Great Britain would 
effectively prevent the consolidation of vast 
estates in the hands of afew owners after a 
general distrihutiom of the land among 
the people. There is no danger of land 
monopoly in this country, nor would there 
be in Ireland under the American system. 
But Mr. Parnell neglected to fortify his re- 
ply to the land-owners’ theory with historical 
facts which overwhelmingly demonstrate the 


distinct movements—viz.: a revolt among 
the inhabitants of the towns and cities against 
the religious, social, and political system, 
and a revolt among the tenant farmers against 


movement made its triumph but temporary, 
but the French peasants gained an enduring 
relief. Before the Revolution, the State, the 


Church. and the nobles constituted the three 


great owners of all the land, which they leased 
at onerous rentals to the farmers. One of 
the first results of the Revolution was the 
confiscation of the vast domains belonging 
and the sale thereof in small parcels 


to the tenant farmers and others. Every 


tenant was given a preference in the sale of 
the land which he actually occupied, and the 
proceeds of these sales furnished the funds 
for earrying on the great wars of the First 
Napoleon. French conquest introduced the 
same land revolution into Belgium, into 
Rhine provinces of Germany that were ac- 
quired by France, and into Baden, Bavaria, 
and the other countries that were virtually 
subjected to the dominion of France. 

It is a little more than eighty years—be- 
tween two and three generations—sinee this 
radical revolution in land- ownership in France 
was accomplished, The original distribution 
of land among the people of France created 
about 2,500,000 land-owners among the peasant 
class; there are now about 5,000,000 land- 
owners occupying the same territory. And 
this proves that there is no danger of a re- 
version into the old system of landlordism 
when itis once broken down. On the con- 
trary, the tendency is to increased distribution 
of. ownership; and the vasily greater 
prosperity of the French agriculturists as 
compared with those of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and of the farmers in Lower and 
Western Germany as compared with those 
of Northern and Eastern Europe, is the best 
possible argument in favor of the adoption 
in Ireland of the system which the French 
peasants gained through the trials and suf- 
ferings of fierce and bloody civil war. 

Mr. Parnell might have found an apt illus- 
tration still nearer home by comparing the 
condition of the inhabitants of the British 
Channel Islands, of which Guernsey, Jersey, 
and Alderney are the chief, with that of the 
wretched ‘agricultural laborers of England 
and miserable tenant farmers of Ireland. 
Though the Channel Islands are under 
British rule, their contiguity to France has 
given them the French land system of in- 
dividual ownership, and the people are corre- 
spondingly more prosperous and happy than 
any other British subjects of the same class. 

The rare attempts at land monopoly in the 
United States show the vigorous resistance 
it encounters among a free-holding people. 
In California the encroachment of great 
land-owners through Spanish grants brought 
about a political revolution and a revision of 
the organic law of the State. In the South, 
the tenant-system was a natural result of 
slavery, but the blatks have begun to seek 
in emigration a release from its iniguities 
and oppression, and it 2 already apparent 
to the intelligent people of the South that 
they must place the colored farmers in the 
way of acquiring small holdings or lose to an 
alarming extent the k that makes South- 
ern lands valuable. “Wherever individual 
ownership has to any extent supplanted 
leasehold-tenantry, the universal tendency 
is to enlarge the former and contract the 
latter. 

Mr. Parnell will do well in his future 
speeches to confront the advocates of land- 
lordism with these actual experiences drawn 
from the pages of history. They furnish a 
complete refutation of the arguments em- 
ployed by Tories like Kavanagh, and flunkies 
like the New York Herald, and by the En- 
glish press. The only real and enduring 
emancipation from the feudal serfdom of 
tenantry is to be found in individual own- 
ership, and individual ownership grows 
and expands naturally by virtue of its own 
merit and force; the danger of relapse, into 
absentee landlordism is purely fictitious. 


LOCAL CHARGES ON GRAIN AT BUFFALO 
AND NEW YORK. ; 

In the letter of Mr. De Puy, published in 
Tue TRIBUNE on Jan. 8, giving a history of 
the successful introduction of the steam pro- 
peller and barge on the Erie Canal, he re- 
ferred to various abuses and outrages per- 
petrated upon the public at Buffalo and New 
York in the way of unnecessary taxes and 
charges. Here is what he said: 

“ And now, if your patience will permit, the 
writer will mention where other improvements 
can be made to cheapen transportation by the 
lakes and Erie Canal. There are too many miid- 
dlemen living off. of this traffic. The Erie Canal- 
lers are subjected to pay more unreasonable 
commissions and percentages than any other 
class of people in the United States: 

“ Firet—They are charged with insurance on 
grain sufficiently high to support several high- 
toned gentlemen between canaller and the gen- 
tleman who furnishes the money in caseof loss. 

“* Second—There are several hundred scalpers 
in Buffalo who manage to keep in the shade in 
summer and hug a hot stove in winter, all sup- 
ported by the Erie Canaller; or, in other words 
who manage to take a bite out of every bushel 
of grain passing through Baffalo. 

“Third—They must pay wharfage in New 
York, sometimes at several places the same day. 
At every dock they hitch to they are instantly 
presented with a bill for wharfage. 

“* Pourth—They are charged one-half cent per 
bushel for unloading grain in New York ($5 per 
1,000 bushels), while the Illinois Canaller pays 
only $1.50 per 1,000 bushels in Chicago. 

“These New York charges for wharfages and 
elevation, although outrageously high and a tax 
on commerce largely against the interests of 
New York, must be borne by the canallers for 
the present. But the insurance men and scalp- 
ers in Buffalo can be dispensed with.” 


This is the day of large economies in the 
way of cutting down every unnecessary 
charge and exaction, The day of toll-gates 
has passed away. The commerce of the lakes 
and of the Erie Canal has become too great to 
tolerate these tribes of scalpers and pirates 
who, as our correspondent writes, take a 
large bite out of every bushel of grain that 
passes to market. To obtain a beat-load of 
grain moved and insured from Buffalo to 
New York requires the employment of half a 
dozen persons in order to make a contract 
These persons do not labor for nothing, have 
fees which furnish them with a living, and 
this living is paid fox out of the grain. ‘These 
exactions are an abuse whieh should not be 
tolerated. This intermediary business should 
all be swept away, and insurance com- 
panies. and boatowners in Buffalo 
should resolutely break it up by

duced. 

Estimating the quantity of grain annually 
subjected to these extortionate and wholly 
unnecessary charges and exactions at Buf- 
talo and New York at 100,000,000 bushels, 
and the average extortion in both cities at 
two cents per bushel, we have as the extent 
of the robbery practiced at both places the 
sum of $2,000,000 a year. Grain to that 
amount is therefore confiscated, stolen, ap- 
propriated without even a decent pretext, 
simply because the power exists, and the 
prevailing tone of commercial society in 
those places tolerates, justifies, and ap- 
plauds the robbery. 
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THE ILLINOIS RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

The successful application of steam to canal 
navigation, by the use of the propeller and 
barge, should point out to the legislators of 
Illinois and to the Representatives of Illinois 
in Congress the importance and necessity of 
completing the [Illinois Riyer Improvement 
and Canal. This work when completed will be 
the grandest of its kind in the world. It will 
connect the Mississippi- River and all its 
Southern, Western, and Northwestern trib- 
utaries, equal to 20,000 miles of navigable 
waters, with the grand system of Northern 
lakes, and, through them! and the St. Law- 
rence River and the Erie Canal, with all the 
ports of the Atlantic. 

The State of Lilinois has expended on 
this work some $10,000,000, Including the 
sum expended on the. Illinois River. This 


money has been paid from the proceeds of 


taxation upon the property of the people 
of the State. Beyond a sémi-occasional ap- 
propriation of a few thousands,—about 
sufficient to dig ond a sand-bar in the In- 
nois River, —nothing has been expended by 
the General Government. No work of a 
simflar kind has ever been projected in the 
United States of the same National im- 
portance, and no proposed work of im- 
provement has ever been so studiously 
neglected and ignored by Congress. 
This work is to unite Lake Michi- 
gan and the Mississippi River. The 
canal has been in suecessful. oper- 
ation for twenty years, but the canal 
planned forty years and more ago is 
insufficient for this age and for the com- 
merce of this day. The State has never used 
the earnings of the canal as State revenue, as 
the State of New York has used the $50,000,- 
000 surplus earnings of the Erie Canal. All 


twenty-five years or more been Democratic, 
to the extent that a majority of its membees 
have belonged to that party.

In a recent case arising under an election 
in this city, the election inspectors ran the 
election at some precincts withont clerks, at 
others without any poll-books, and at others 
without keeping any list of those who voted, 
—all of which were required by the Election 


laws of the State. A legal attempt to contest 


the validity of this election—open to the 
strong presumption of frand—resulted in the 
unanimous decision by the Supreme Court 
that these defects in the proceedings and re- 
turns were the result of error or misconduct 


on the part of the election officers, and the 


Court would not tolerate the disfranchise- 
ment of those who had voted because of the 
mistakes and omissions, po matter how 
flagrant, of the election officers. ‘That was 
the unanimous decision in 19875 of the Su- 
preme Court of Illinois, a majority of whose 
members were Democrats. This decision, 
howeger, was but the affirmance of previous 
decisions of the same Court to the same 
effect. -In substance, the decision in Maine 
is the same as that repeatedly made by the 


Supreme Court of LUlinois, a majority of 


whose members have always been Demo- 


crats.

The recent invention whereby steam can 
be successfully used, and is now used on the 
Erie Canal, dispensing with the slow and costly 
horse-boats, gives to this Illinois & Michigan 
Canal and River Improvement a fresh 
importance. By the use of the canal 
propeller and barge, the actual cost 
of transportation is so reduced that 
465 tons of grain is moved at a cost of 84 
cents per mile, or about 55 tons per mile for 
one cent. This system $f boats and barges is 
now in use on our canal, and if the Illinois 


River Improvement were completed it would | 


furnish the entire West with a transportation 
to the lakes at a cost that would defy any 
railroad combination that could be devised. 
Will our Llinois Congressmen awake to the 
importance of this matter, and obtain from 
Congress such aid as will enable the State of 
Illinois to complete this great work? 


ELECTION LAW IN MAINE AND ILLINOIS. 


The Cincinnati Fngutrer rejects the de- 


cision by the Supreme Court of. Maine, 
charging that that Court is a partisan body, 
and that the decision itself is partisan. 


The substance of the decision is that un 


election is to ascertain the will of the ma- 
jority of the voters; thaé this will, once ex- 
pressed, cannot be defeated by any errors or 
omissions, or through the ignorance, inat- 
tention, or willful practices of the judges of 
elections, the returning officers, or any other 
persons appointed to execute the law and 
hold.the election. Itdecides that, where the 
will of the voters is expressed, if that will 
can. be discovered from the returns, then 
that will must govern. It declares that the 
voters shall not be disfranchised, nor any 
portion of the people disfranchised, because 
of the mistakes or errors of the election 
officers. | E 

Thus we understand to be the eommon law 
of American elections. The Supreme Court 
has laid down the law as it has been assefted 
in nearly every State of the Union. The 
Judges themselves are non-partisan. The 
Court has been recogpized in Maine as free 
from partisanship. One of the Judges is, off 
the bench, a strong member of the Demo- 
cratic party. Two others of the Judges, so 
far as it is known, are not Republicans in the 
sense of being party men, and it is supposed 
unanimous in its opinion, and that opinion 


will be accepted by the almost unanimous

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 5.—Jack Brinley, Jim 
Ellis, and Jack Parker, an interesting trio of ne- 
groes, engaged in a game of oontz, to-night, un- 
der a gas-lamp on Jackson street. Oontz is 
played with dice, and isa species of gambling 
peculiar to the colored population. Brinley, 
not satisfied with his luck, seized a dime, and, 
walking off with it,. broke up the game, 
thereby greatly enraging Ellis and Parker. The 
latter procured a club, while Ellis pawned his 
coat for a pistol. Approaching Brinley they de- 
manded the fortune he had stolen, which he re- 
fused to give up. Parker the struck him with a 
club, and, as Brinley attempted to draw his 
knife, Ellis fired, the pistol-ball entering the left 
breast near the nipple. The party walked away 
and subsequently surrendered, Brinley in the 
meantime dying.

RICHMOND, Va., Jan. An investigation into 
the accounts of N. C. Taliaferro, retiring Gen- 
eral Agent and Storekeeper of the Penitentiary, 
has brought to light 8 shortage of $15,000 to 
$20,000.
